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St.  John  VI.  lo. 

Then  thofe  Men^  when  they  had  feen 
the  Miracle  which  Jejus  did^  pdd^ 
This  U  of  a  Truth  that  Prophet 
that  Jhould  come  into  the  World. 

SUCH  was  the  good  Impreflion 
made  upon  the  People’s  Hearts  by 
a  very  fenfible  Miracle,  which  our 
Saviour  wrought  about  this  time  of 
the  PalTover  :  A  Miracle  not  only  of  infi¬ 
nite  Power,  but  rather  of  exceeding  Mer- 
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cy  and  Beneficence  ^  A  Miracle  of  Feeding 
the  Hungry,  of  Satisfying  FiveThoufand 
empty  Souls  witli  a  little  Portion  fpread 
and  multiplied  upon  them’,  with  five  bafly 
Loaves^  and  two  [mail  Fifijes, 

1.  From  hence  I  beg  you  to  obferve. 
That  Mofl  of  the  miraculous  Works  of  our 
Saviour  were  of  this  Generous  and  Graci¬ 
ous  Nature :  They  were  done  not  barely 
to  exert  a  Power,  but  to  fix  an  Obliga¬ 
tion  *  to  fhew  Mercy,  Love,  and  Kindnefs  ^ 
to  do  not  fo  much  the  great  as  the  good 
things:  Not  for  Oftentacion,  but  for  Ufe 
and  Service  5  to  relieve  the  Wants  and  ♦ 
fupply  the  Neceflities  of  Mankind,  As 
here,  the  mighty  Work  was  not  to  furprize 
and  amaze  the  Multitude  with  fome  new 
and  ftrange  thing  5  but  it  was  to  refrefii  and 
reple’nifli  them  with  Food  and  Gladnefs. 

This  now  fiiould  have  an  Influence  up¬ 
on  all  our  Adions  and  Attempts  ;  We 
ihould  labour  not  to  look  Great,  but  to 
do  Good:  We  fliould  pleafe  our  felves 
more  in  Ihewing  Mercy  and  Pity,  than  in 
any  way  of  ferting  forth  our  other  Abili¬ 
ties  or  Fortunes,  our  Wit,  or  Wealth, 
or  Authority;  One  Deed  of  Charity  may 
be  more  ferviceable  to  our  Souls,  than  all 
the  Atchievments  in  this  World.  If  we 
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have  fo  learned  Chrift^  who  here  wrought 
his  Miracle,  not  for  Grandeur  but  for 
Goodnefs  fake  5  He  made  it  an  Ad  of 
Charity,  a  Labour  of  Love. 

If.  And  therefore  Obferve  again,  the 
Charity  of  this  Miracle  gained  more 
Converts,  than  the  Strangcnefs  of  it 
would  have  otherwife  done.  You  find 
at  the  2^  verfe^  that  this  great  Multitude- 
followed  our  Saviour,  becaufe  they  far» 
his  Miracles  which  he  did  on  them  that 
were  difeafed:  The  working  of  a  Cure 
did  more,  than  the  removing  of  a  Moun¬ 
tain  would  have  done :  They  admired 
the  Power,  becaufe  it  was  fo  well  em¬ 
ploy’d  5  they  followed  the  Healer,  the  Re- 
ftorer,  the  Almfgiver,  thcMm  who  went 
about  doing  Good. . 

So  in  the  Text,  when  the  Men  had 
feen  the  Miracle^  (that  immenfe  Cha¬ 
rity)  that  Jefus  dtd^  then  they  faid^ 
(what  a  Gratitude  for  fo  much  Goodnefs 
extorted  from  em)  this  is  of  a  truth  that 
Prophet  that  Jljould  come  into  the  World, 

So  deep  was  the  Impreffion  of  the  fig- 
nal  Favours  bellow’d  upon  ’em!  Their 
Judgment  was  the  better  convinc’d,  by 
having  their  Affedions  firft  wrought  up^ 
on  ;  They  had  naturally  a  good  Opinion

of  their  Benefactor,  and  let  the  Miracle 
have  its  due  Weight,  when  they  had  felt 
the  comfortable  EfFeds  of  it. 

We  fliould  find  fome  like  Advantage  by 
our  ordinary  Works  of  Charity  5  they 
will  ftablifh,  .ftrengthen,  fettle  us  in  the 
Efteem  and  Affedion  of  our  Friends  5  and 
reconcile,  if  any  thing  can  do  it,  our  very 
Enemies  unto  us.  There  may  be  a  Strength 
and  Force  of  Argument  Alone,  that  pof- 
fibly  may  prevail  over  free  and  rational 
Minds  j  and  yet  ftill  in  Courtefies  and 
good  Offices,  there  is  a  Softnefs  and  a 
Sweetnefs  more  effedual  for  winning 
Souls ;  there  be  Charms  in  Liberality,  that 
no  ingenuous  Temper  can  refill  5  they  per- 
fuade,  convince  and  conquer.  Thefe  are 
the  Arms  we  Ihould  take  up  to  fubdue  the 
World  before  us !  Good  Life  and  Public 
Spirit  are  the  bell  way  of  pleading  for 
any  good  Caufe  5  For  to  do  People  a 
kindnefs  will  open  their  Hearts,  and  pre¬ 
pare  a  way  for  the  Truth  to  enter. 

Having  made  thefe  ffiort  Obfervations, 
let  us  confider  more  of  this  gracious  Mi¬ 
racle,  and  mark  the  Steps  that  are  moft 
plain  and  ufeful  in  it. 

I.  Let  us  confider  the  Occafion  of  it 
V.  I .  After  thefe  things  Jefiis  went  over  the* 

Sea 
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•  Sea  of  Galilee,  i.  e.  After  frequent  Mi¬ 
racles  and  admirable  Difcourfes^  after 
Raifing  the  Impotent  Man  to  Strength  and 
Adivity,  in  the  beginning  of  the  fore¬ 
going  Chapter  5  and  upon  that  occafion, 
faying  many  things  that  they  might  be  fa- 
ved,  V.  34.  Then  the  Holy  J^/wjpurfued 
the  fame  Courfe,  and  fought  for  other  Op¬ 
portunities  of  doing  Good,  his  Father’s 
Will,  his  own  Meat  and  Drink  :  He  left 
his  Abode,  He  went  from  Jenifalem  to  the 
remoter  Parts  of  the  Country,  to  fpread  his 
Gofpel  and  his  Charity  ftiU  farther  and 
farther, 

■  F rom  hence  we  fhould  learn  an  excellent 
Leffon,to  be  Induftriousiu  that  our  Mailer’s 
Work,  and  like  Him  to  be  Unwearied 
in  Well-doing :  Not  fainting  incur  Minds, 
nor  wilfully  falling  Ihort  of  any  go(^  In¬ 
tentions.  Some  Difcouragements  will  a- 
rife :  Envy  and  Faftion  will  have  fomewhat 
to  objeft  againft,  the  belt  Defigns  and  the 
beft  Men,  But  by  Degrees,  Piety  and  Cha¬ 
rity  unfeigned  will  open  the  Eyes  of  the 
better  Part  of  the  World,  and  drive  away 
the  Clouds  of  Prejudice  and  Partiality. 
Let  us  pcrfevere  in  Grood  Works  5  know¬ 
ing  this,  that  we  jhall  reap  if  we  faint  not  5 

•  if  we  are  StedfaH,  Immoveable  and  Ahoun- 
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ding  in  the  Work  of  the  Lordy  our  Labour 
fhall  not  be  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

II.  Confider,  Secondly^  our  Saviour  en¬ 
tertaining  this  Multitude  firft  with  the 
Food  from  Heaven,  fird  with  Preaching 
the  Gofpel  to  them. 

For  this  is  the  Meaning  of  the  third  Verfe. 
And  Jefus  went  up  into  a  Mountainy  and 
there  He  fate  with  his  Difciples.  Mofi: 
of  our  Saviour’s  Sermons  to  the  People 
were  fo  delivered  in  a  Moimty  to  make 
Him  the  more  confpicuous  and  the  more 
audible  to  the  Congregation  about  Him  and 
beneath  Him.  And  therefore  this  way  of 
Jittingy  was  thePofture  of  Teaching  among 
the  JewiJh  Rabbi’s,  with  Difciples  at  their 
Feety  as  the  greater  Sign  of  teaching  with 
Authority.  ^ 

So  that  our  JMsfter’s  going  up  here  to  a 
Mountain  and fitting  does  plainly  mean  his 
chufing  a  more  eminent  Place  to  preach 
the  Gofpel  unto  thofe  Thoufands  that  re- 
forted  to  Him  :  And  fo  indeed  St.  Luke 
doesmore  openly  exprefs  it,  ix.  54-.  that  He 
here  began  to  teach  them  many  things  con¬ 
cerning  the  Kingdom  of  God, 

Obferve  5  Our  Bleffed  Lord  before  He 
fed  their  Bodies,  began  with  Providing  for 
their  Souls ;  He  firft  took  care  of  their 

Better 
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Better  Part,  pve  em  the  Spiritual  Food, 
the  fincere  Milk  of  the  GofpeJ,  before  ever 
He  call’d  for  the  Loaves  and  the  Fifiies. 

Learn  we  hence  to  imitate  Divine  Love, 
to  have  a  Charity  for  Men’s  Souls  before 
and  rather  than  for  their  Bodies  ^  to  inftruft 
the  Ignorant,  to  reclaim  the  Vicious,  to 
convert  the  the  Infidel :  Oh  /  this  is  true 
Charity,  and  is  Better  than  barely  to  feed 
the  Hungry,  or  to  cloath  the  Naked  ! 

Not  that  one  Charity  ought  or  need  to 
exclude  the  other :  Our  Saviour  here  pra- 
ftifed  Both^  a  double  Care  for  Souls  and 
Bodies,  in*due  Courfe  5  firH  the  Heavenly 
Banquet,  and  after  that  the  ordinary  Re- 
frefliment. 

Let  this  be  our  Exercife  of  Charity  5  Let 
us  fliew  a  Tendernefs  to  Souls,  and  then 
turn  to  relieve  their  bodily  Wants  5  drop, 
ping  a  Word  or  two  of  good  Inftruftion, 
of  feafonable  Reproof,  of  wholfome  Ad¬ 
vice  5  and  then  if  our  Alms  follow,  we 
become  double  Benefaftors  5  we  relieve 
the  NecefTities  of  the  Outward  and  the  In¬ 
ner  Man  ^  we  help  People  to  Subfiftence, 
and  what  is  infinitely  greater,  to  Salvation. 

I  (hould  be  wanting  to  the  Place  where 
I  (land,  if  I  did  not  here  obfcrve,  that  fuch 
was  the  Piety  of  your  Anceftors  in  this 
Gr^at  City  ;  They  provided  Ledures  and 

B  Sermons 
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Sermons  to  folemnize  their  Public  Meet¬ 
ings  for  Hofpitality  and  Charity.  The 
conftant  Sermons  in  your  Mother-Church 
before  this  Honourable  Court,  were  fo 
founded  and  fupported  by  the  Gifts  and 
Legacies  of  well-difpofed  Citizens.  Thefe 
Sphtal  Sermons  were  fo  encourag’d  by  the 
"  Benefaftion  of  One  or  Two  of  your  Emi* 
nent  Body.  And  a  ftated  Courfe  of  Preach¬ 
ing  has  been  honourably  ordain’d  in  divers 
Churches,  at  various  Hours,  by  Holy  Men 
and  Women  of  this  Fountain  of  Wealth 
and  Religion.  Nay,  and  by  the  Inftitu- 
rion  of  thofe  your  pious  Fore-Fathers, 
there  was,  as  litterally  in  the  Text,  a  Ser- 
ftion  before  every  folemn  Entertainment 
All  the  Annual  Feafts  of  your  Companies 
and  Incorporated  Bodies  were  thus  decently 
fet  forth  in  this  right  Order  of  Piety  and 
Charity.  The  Times  will  fadly  degenerate, 
if  ye  ever  break  thofe  laudable  CuftomSi 
if  your  folemn  Affemblies  do  not  continue 
tol  e  open’d  with  the  Exercifes  of  Religion  5 
as  in  the  Example  of  the  Text,  the  Multi¬ 
tude  wereTaught  before  they  were  Fed. 

IIL  ThirMy^  Confider  our  Saviours 
Pity  and  Companion  on  this  diftrefled  Mul¬ 
titude  :  How  tender  and  felicitous  was  He 
to  relieve  their  deplorable  Condition  }  In 

the 
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the  5th  Verfe  He  lift  up  his  Eyes^  and  ask’d 
how  to  provide  for  them,  being  in  the 
Words  of  another  Evangelift,  moved  with 
CompnJJion  toward  them. 

No  donbt,  it  was  a  very  moving  Sight 
to  the  compaflionate  Jefus,  to  fee  fo  great  a 
Multitude  prefs  after  Him  in  fuch  a  defo- 
Jate  Place,  and  fuch  a  difconfolate  Condi¬ 
tion.  To  fee  them  Faint  and  Tired  with 
their  long  Journey  ing,  and  nothi  ng  brought 
with  them  in  any  manner  fuflieient  for 
them.  To  fee  the  Men  unable  to  fliift. 
and  befides  them  the  more  helplefs  Women 
and  Children.  This  lamentable  Sight  mo¬ 
ved  the  Heart  and  the  Bowels  of  our  Good 
Mailer  ;  Of  Him  who  v/as  UAuVd  with 
our  Infirmities^  and  could  not  behold  a  fad 
Objed:,  without  being  a  Fellow-Sufferer. 

A  like  Impreflion  Ihould  be’made  upon 
the  Hearts  of  all  good  Chriflians.  How 
can  we  look  upon  the  many  Inftances  of 
Humane  Mifery,  without  being  affeded  * 
with  a  due  Commiferation  of  them !  I 
could  wifli  therefore,  that  our  Beft  Inabi- 
tants  would  often  oblige  themfelves  to  vi- 
fit  the  Publick  Hofpitals  of  this  City,  and 
to  view  the  fad  diftreffed  Objeds  in  them. 
To  fee  the  Orphans  and  forfaken  Children 
taken  up  for  their  prefent  Subfiftence,  and 
their  following Difpofal  in  the  World  f  To 
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fee  the  mournful  Train  of  Sick  and  Laitie, 
and  other  impotent  Folk  leeking  the  Reft 
and  Health  which  they  could  not  beftow* 
upon  themfelves!  To  fee  the  crazy  and 
diftradted  Souls  in  a  Method  of  recove¬ 
ring  the  greateft  Blcfling,  their  right 
Minds !  To  fee  in  oth^r  Places  the  fturdy 
vicious  Crew  under  a  Difeipline  of  being 
made  Laborious,  and  if  poflible  Honeft 
and  Ufeful  to  the  World!  Tbefe  Sights 
would  be  more  moving,  than  any  Rela¬ 
tion  that  can  be  given  of  ’em. 

What  a  Babel  oi^'Profanenefs  and  Confu- 
fion  would  this  City  be,  without  thefe  Pub* 
lie  Hofpitals  for  Reception  and  Relief  of 
fuch  miferable  Creatures  I  If  all  indigent 
Orphans  were  to  be  call:  into  the  Streets! 
If  the  deftitute  Sick  and  Wounded  were 
to  be  laid  at  our  Gates  and  Doors  I  If 
the  Idle  and  Lewd  were  to  have  a  full  Li¬ 
berty  of  their  Nightly  Walks!  If  the  Lu¬ 
natic  and  Diftrafted  were  to  run  Loofe  in 
the  World  !  Oh,  what  a  Scene  of  Mifery 
and  Deftruftion  would  this  City  make, 
vafter  than  a  Wildernefs  of  Wild  Beafts! 

The  greater  Honour  we  owe  unto  the 
Memory  of  that  Pious  Prince  who  began 
thefe  Noble  Foundations  in  this  City,  of 
which  I  beg  leave  to  give  this  fliort  and 
faithful  Account* 

Good 
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Good  Biftiop  Ridley  (foon  after 
a  glorious  Martyr)  Preaching 
before  K*  Edward  VL  infifted 
with  true  Zeal  upon  Charin^  and  Benefi¬ 
cence  to  the  Poor,  and  prefeM  it  earneftly 
upon  the  Rich  and  the  Great,  upon  Ma- 
giftrates  and  Men  in  Authority.  This 
moved  that  young  "^oftah  to  fend  for  the 
Bifhop,  and  to  conferr  with  him  about  the 
Ways  and  Means  of  (hewing  fuch  a  Pub¬ 
lic  Spirit.  The  Bifhop  prudently  advifed 
the  King  to  lay  this  Matter  before  the 
Lord  Mayor ^  Aldermen  and  Council  of  the 
City  ^  which  was  accordingly  done  in 
Royal  Letter  5  to  which  after  feveral  Con- 
fults  and  Debates  they  return’d  an  Anfwer 
to  this  EfFeft  5  That  they  had  confider’d 
of  the  prefent  State  of  the  Poor,  and 
“  found  them  to  fall  under  thefe  three 
kinds  5  I.  The  Poor  by  Impotency^  Such 
as  Orphans  and  Poor  Children,  Aged, 
Blind,  and  Lame,  and  helplefs  Difeafed 
People.  2.  The  Poorly  Cajualty^  (uch 
as  the  wounded  Soldier,  the  decayed 
‘‘  Houlholder,  and  the  vifited  with  Sick- 
nefs.  3.  The  thrift lefs  Poor^  fuch  as 
Riotous  Spenders,  the  (Iqrdy  Vagabon  ds 
and  the  idle  Strumpets.”  The  King 
highly  approved  the  Wifdom  of  this  Re¬ 
port  from  the  City,  a;^d  refolv’d  to  extend 
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his  Royal  Charity  and  Munificence  to  all 
thofe.feveralObjeds  recommended  by  them. 
I;  For  the  Orphans  and  Poor  Children, 
He  Christas  HofpitaL  II.  For 

the  Wounded  and  Difeafed,  He  aflign’d 
two  other  Hofpitals,  St.  Thomas  in  South-- 
warky  and  St.  BurtholofneTvs  in  WeB  Smith-- 
field.  III.  For  the  laft  fort  of  Rioters, 
Vagabonds  and  Strumpets,  He  allotted  his 
Houfe  of  BrideiveUy  and  left  the  Go¬ 
vernment  of  them  All  to  the  Lord  Mayor, 
Commonalty  and  Citizens  of  Londo?i  •  and 
fo  concluded  his  Life  with  this  great 
•Work,  breathing  out  this  among  fome of 
his  laft  Devotions,  Lord^  lyield  thee  mojl 
hearty  ihanksy  that  thou  hast  given  me 
Life  thus  long  to  finijb  thisWprk  to  the  glory 
of  thy  Name  I 

Thefe  Royal  Foundations  deferve  your 
greater  Love  and  Care  to  make  them  fiou- 
rifh,  becaufe  they  were  a  true  Broteftant 
Charity  ,  and  the  diftinguifhing  Good 
Works  of  our 'Reformation.  The  Popifh 
Charity  did  run  in  other  Channels,  dark 
and  narrow  as  the  reft  of  their  Snperfti- 
tions,  in  Monafteries  and  Cells,  in  MafTes 
and  Prayers  for  the  Dead,  in  Images,  Can¬ 
dles,  Pardons,  Obits,  and  a  thoufand  other 
F ollies.  But  the  Charities  of  our  Reformed 
Church  were  (as  in  thefe  Inftances)  Ra¬ 
tional, 
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tional,  Wife  and  Good,  Ufeful  to  thofe 
prefent  Times,  and  Serviceable  to  all  Po- 
fterity  !—  which  I  thought  not  improper 
to  obferve  under  this  Third  Parti¬ 
cular  of  the  Text.  Our  Saviour  lifting 
tip  his  Eyes  on  a  diftrefled 'Multitude , 
and  being  moved  with  Compajpon  toward 
them. 

« 

IV.  This  brings  US  to  a  Confidera- 
tion  in  the  T ext,  our  Saviour’s  Way  of  en- 
^uiring  how  to  fubfift  fuch  a  Number  of 
indigent  People;  In  the  5th  Verfe,  Whence 
Jhall  vce  buy  Bread  that  tbefe  may  eat  .<? 
Whence  indeed?  For  tho’  our  charitable 
Maftcr  had  always  a  little  Bank  for  the 
Poor,  and  a  Bag  was  carried  with  him  to 
diftribute  Alms  ;  yet  this  fmall  Fund 
depended  only  upon  Other’s  Contribution, 
and  the  Difpenfer  of  it  was  the  Thief, 
did  rob  the  Poor.  Whence  therefore  JbaB 
_  we  buy  Bread  .<?  i.  e.  How  can  we.  be  at 
an  Expence  fo  much  beyond  ouf  Ability  ? 
So  Bhilip  underftood  it  when  he  anfwered, 
V.  7.  Two  hundred  Penytrorth  of  Bread  is 
not  fufficient  for  tJoemy  that  Every  One  of 
them  may  take  a  little. 

It  appears  by  the  other  Evangelifts,  how 
the  Difciples  were  fo  fenfibie  of  the  Peo¬ 
ple’s  want  of  Neceffaries,  impoffible  to  be 

then 
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then  and  there  fupplied  5  that  they  defir’d 
their  Matter  to  fend  the  Multitude  away. 
that  they  might  go  into  the  Villages  and 
buy  themfelves  Bread.  But  Jefus  not  wil¬ 
ling  to  difmifs  them  without  a  Token  of 
Charity,  faid,Giu^yi?  them  to  eat.-  This 
He  faid  by  way  of  Trial,  for  he  knew  their 
ftiort  Store,  and  how  deficient  it  would  be 
without  a  Miracle  to  increafe  it ;  As  was 
confefsM  Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  Brother , 
V.  9.  There  is  a  Lad  here  who  hath  five 
barly  leaves  and  two  fmall  Ftjhes,  but 
what  are  they  among  Jb  many  .<? 

From  this  Scarcity  of  Provifions  and 
the  Sollicitude  of  our  Saviour  to  fupply  it; 
we  might  learn  forae  proper  and  feafonable 
LclTons.  We  (hould  learn  not  to  be  EpU 
cures  and  voluptuous  Livers,  efpecially  in 
hard  Times,  not  then  to  fpend  our  Sub- 
ftance  in  Gluttony  and  Drunkennefs,  in 
Riot  and  Excefs,  when  a  Little  of  what 
we  Squander  fo  profufely  away  would  fill 
the  Mouths  of  Many  that  fuffer  Hunger 
and  Thirft.  We  (hould  learn  rather  to' 
abridge  our  own  Expences,  to  deny  Our 
felves,  and  cut  off  fome  Occafions;  that 
fo  by  abating  of  our  own  Abundance,  we 
may  fupply  the  Wants  of  Others. 

We  have  feen  a  late  Seafon  of  this  Do- 
drine,  nor  is  it  yet  out  of  Seafon.  If 

fuch 
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fuch  urgent  Neceffities  fliould  often  return, 
it  will  oblige  the  Magiftrates  of  this  City-^ 
to  con  fid  er  how  to  prevent  or  redrefs  fome 
Abufes,  if  the  New  Law  be  not  effeftua). 
Perhaps  how  to  bring  in  a  more  courfe 
and  ordinary  Fare,  and  oblige  the  Poor 
to  be  content  with  it.  Perhaps  to  projed: 
how  to  employ  all  Hands,  and  not  leave 
the  Poor  to  complain  with  the  fame  Breath, 
of  the  want  of  Work  and  want  of  Bread; 
Or  perhaps  how  to  eftablifti  Granaries  in 
this  great  City  (  as  be  in  moft  others  in 
Europe')  by  which  Means  the  Plenty  of 
one  Year  may  be  kept  in  Store  for  the  Oc- 
cafions  of  another  :  But  I  hint  only  at 
thcfe  things  which  belong  unto  the  Wife. 
Only  I  prefame  there  is  one  Effeft  of  thefe 
dear  Times,  that  ought  to  be  pleaded  in 
behalf  of  the  Hofpitals^  and  that  is,  the 
Hated  Portions  of  Bread  have  fo  much  ex^ 
ceeded  the  ufual  Rates,  that  the  Public 
Stock  has  been  thereby  very  much  loaded 
and  impaired,  and  does,  the  more  want 
and  deferve  a  Supply  of  your  Charity 
and  Benevolence.

See !  Our  Saviour  would  not  treat  them 
in  Diforder  and  Confufion  ^  for  then  there 
muft  have  been  another  Miracle  to  give 
Every  One  a  due  Portion  :  But  he  would 
have  them  put  into  a  regular  Jf or m  and 
Method  :  For  fo  another  Gofpel  faith, 
they  Were  7nade  to  Jit  down  fifty  in  a  Com- 
pany^  that  fo  by  this  orderly  Difpofal  of 
em,  they  might  be  equal  Partakers  of  that 
impartial  Bounty. 

Even  from  this  Circumftance  we  may 
learn  Prudence  andOeconomy,  which  are 
Chriftian  Vertues  3  may  learn  to  govern 
^  our  private  Families,  and  efpecially  all 
Public  Bodies,  in  a  due  Method  and  Or¬ 
der,  neceffary  to  preferve  and  to  improve 
them.  Othervs^ife ,  great  Revenues  are 
foon  wafted  by  Confufion  and  Diftraflion 
in  any  Houfe  divided  againft  it  felf.  It  is 
Condud  and  Management,  it  is  Unity  and 
Regular  Method,  that  muft  govern  in  every 
Society  to  n^ake  it  profper. 

-Hence  the  Good  Qovernours  of  every 
Hofpital  and  other  charitable  Corpora- 
^tion,  are  as  ufeful  as  were  the  firft 
Founders  of  them  5  and  a  faithful 
Steward'  is  as  great  a^  Blefling,  as 
the  original  Donour  and  greateft  Be- 

nefadotr 
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nefaftor.  It  ought  here  to  be  acknow- 
iedg’d,  that  the  Trufts  of  Charity  repofed 
in  the  Citizens  of  London  have  been  as 
faithfully  difcharg’d,  as  if  put  into  any 
Hands  whatever.  Their  Management  of 
the  feveral  Hofpitals  has  been  I  believe  with 
unblameable  Fidelity  :  And  thofe  Compa^ 
nies,  whidr  have  been  intrufted  with  the 
Choice  of  Matters,  and  Scholars,  and  Mi- 
nifters,  and  other  Perfons  to  other  Places 
of  Duty  and  Profit,  have  generally  elefted 
as  capable  and  as  worthy  Men,  as  any  Su- 
periours  could  have  done.  This  Integrity 
and  Honour  in  rightly  executing  every 
Truft  committed  to  You,  will  draw  down 
the  Bleflings  of  God,  and  the  Aids  and 
Aflittances  of  Good  Men  upon  all  your 
Endeavours  for  the  Welfare  of  this  City, 
which  God  preferve  and  profper  ! 

VI.  It  is  time  now  to  hatten  to  the 
Sixth  and  laft  Particular  in  this  wonder¬ 
ful  Work,  and  that  is  the  Refufe  or  Re¬ 
mainder  of  this  Feaft  of  Charity,  v.  12, 
He  faith  unto  his  Difciples,  Gather  up  the 
Fragments  that  remain^  that  Nothing  he  loH 

It  is  firtt  faid,  that  the  People  were  filled 
or  fully  fatisfied,  and  St.  Luke  more  em¬ 
phatically  fays,  that  they  did  All  eat  as 
Much  as  th^y  would ^  and  were  filled^  Then 

C  2  - 
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were  Ae  remaining  Fragments  to  be  ga¬ 
ther’d  up,  and  Care  to  be  then  taken  that 
Nothing  be  loft.  We  might  admire  the 
Frugality  and  Provident  Care  ofour  BlelTed 
Lord !  What  need  had  He  to  fave,  when 
All  in  want  were  now  abundantly  ,fatif- 
fied  ?  Or  what  Need  to  lay  up  any  thing 
in  Remainder,  when  He  could  again  up¬ 
on  any  like  occafion  multiply  his  Gifts 
above  meafure  } 

It  was  for  Example-fake,  that  no  Plen¬ 
ty  fliould  tempt  us  to  be  Prodigal  and 
Profufe  ^  whatever  wc  enjoy,  we  fhould 
gather  up  the  very  Fragments  of  it,  and 
take  care  that  Nothing  be  loft,  which  any 
poor  Creature  would  accept  of.  Then  is 
our  good  Husbandry  fanftified  into  a  Chri- 
ftian  Grace  and  Vertue,  when  we  fpare 
what  we  can,  and  fpend  it  on  the  Poor. 
Efpecially  in  the  Managers  and  Stewards 
of  any  Public  Charity  5  They  ftiould  be 
better  Husbands  for  the  Poor,  than  they 
need  be  for  themfelves,  with  clean  Hands 
and  a  pure  Heart,  preventing  all  Waft  and 
Embezlement  u^hatfoever. 

Look  now  on  the  prodigious  Remain¬ 
der,  V.  13.  They  gathered  the  Fragments 
together^  and  filled  twelve  Baskets.  An 
immenfe  Treafure  of  Divine  Goodnefs 
and  Power !  To  make  Parts  greater  than 

the 
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the  Whole  5  to  make  the  Remainder  after 
a  vaft  Expence,  ftill  to  exceed  the  Prin¬ 
cipal  Summ  !  For  with  God  All  things 
are  Poflible. 

And  without  Miracles  renewed  we  may 
from  hence  learn,  That  in  the  ordinary 
courfe  of  Providence,  true  Hofpitality  and 
Charity  (hall  have  God  s  Bleffing  for  their 
Reward.  The  Almfgiver  is  commonly  the 
Gainer  in  this  World.  I  appeal  to  you. 
Have  ye  not  feen  the  Covetous  and  Sordid, 
who  gave  Nothing,  and  yet  enjoy’d  No¬ 
thing,  labouring  to  dye  Rich  for  worth- 
lefs  thanklefs  Heirs,  and  fome  of ’em  after 
All  deceiving  the  World,  and  dying  as 
Poor  as  they  liv’d  ?  Again,  have  ye  not  feen 
the  Liberal  and  Generous  Spirits,  whjo 
have  feem’d  to  give  more  than  they  could 
well  afford,  and  yet  have  liv’d  well,  and 
profpered  long,  and  made  their  Pofterity 
Happy  ? 

It  is  often  fo  in  God’s  Retribution  to 

frivate  Perfons,  and  fo  to  Kingdoms  and 
Jations.  A  Public  Charity  bringeth 
down  Public  Bleflings.  I  beg  leave  to 
give  one  Inftance  in  the  Reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  5  She  received  a  great  Number 
of  Foreign  Proteftants  flying  hither,  for 
Prcteftion  and  Relief.  It  hapned  then  to 
be  a  dear  and  dead  time  ^  Multitudes  cry¬ 
ing 
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ing  for  Corn  and  Bread.  So  that  the  Pa- 
pifts  the  fare  Enemies  of  the  Government 
didfuggeft.  That  this  was  a  Judgment  up¬ 
on  the  Nation,  for  negledling  their  own 
Poor,  and  preferring  a  Croud  of  Strangers. 
But  it  pleafed  God  to  flop  the  Mouths  of 
thofe  uncharitable  Men,  by  turning  the 
Scarcity  and  Dearth  into  fudden  Cheap- 
nefs  and  Plenty.  So  as  wife  and  religious 
People  did  confefs,  that  the  Royal  Boun- 
V  ty,  and  the  People  s  Charity  bellow’d  up- 
on  the  Proteftant  Refugees,  had  prevail’d 
with  God  to  blefs  the  Land,  and  to  re- 
plenifli  it  with  all  manner  of  Store, 

*  Mr.  strype'i  This  (fays  a  good  Hiftoriati  *) 
Annai.  ^  Was  efteem’d  fuch  confide- 

rable  News,  that  an  Enghjh 
Bilhop  wrote  it  to  one  of  the  Chief 
Minilters  of  Zurich^  adding.  That  he 
“  thought  this  Bleffing  from  God,  this 
“  Cheapnefs  after  a  great  Dearth,  hap- 
‘‘  ned  by  reafon  of  the  godly  Exiles  who 
were  hither  fled  for  their  Religion,  and 
here  kindly  harboured.”  We  cannot 
but  have  an  Eye  upon  the  Poor  Palatines, 
when  we  hear  of  this  Matter  of  Fad:  in 
the  Reign  of  Queen  Elii2t>abeth  5  and  we 
are  likely  to  fee  the  fame  happy  Confe- 
quence,  Scarcity  turnM  to  Plenty,  by  the 
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Bleffing  of  that  God,  who  is  the  Difpofer 
of  Times  and  of  fruitful  Seafons. 

I  fhould  now  fpcak  a  Word  of  the  Con- 
fequence  of  this  Miracle,  and  the  Conclu- 
fion  of  the  whole  Matter,  Hon?  thofe  Men, 
when  they  had feen  the  Miracle  which  Je^ 
fus  did^  Jaid^  This  is  of  a  truth  that  Pro- 
phet  which  jbouJd  come  into  the  World. 

This  Miracle  of  Bounty  was  well  a- 
dapted  to  make  them  All  Believers  and 
Converts  :  For  it  came  home  to  their  Un- 
derftandings  and  their  Senfes.  They  now 
remembred,  that  Mofes  had  fo  fed  their 
Fathers  with  Manna  in  the  Wildernefs^ 
and  again  called  to  Mind,  that  He  had 
told  them,  God  would  raife  them  up  a 
Prophet  of  their  Brethren  like  unto  Him. 

Now  without  Miracles  or  immediate 
Signs  from  Heaven,  it  would  propagate 
our  Chriftian  Faith,  it  would  open  the 
Eyes  of  Unbelievers,  to  fee  the  Light 
of  our  good  Works,  and  to  be  made  len- 
fible  of  an  extraordinary  Spirit  of  Love 
and  Liberality  among  us.  This  charita¬ 
ble  and  generous  Difpofition  would  adorn 
our  Faith,  and  recommend  it  5  would  glo¬ 
rify  our  Reformation,  and  prove  it  to  be 
of  God  5  would  ftrengthen  the  Hands  of 
our  Friends,,  and  put  our  Advejfaries  to 
fikhce^  would  help  above  ail  things  to 

extin- 
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extinguifli  the  foolifli  Heats  and  Feuds 
among  us  5  would  put  into  us  a  nevi^  Heart 
and  a  jM/W  5  would  infpiritus  with 
fuch  a  Love  of  God ,  fuch  a  Zeal  for 
our  Religion,  fuch  a  Charity  for  our 
Neighbour,  fuch  an  AiFeftion  to  our  Coun¬ 
try,  fuch  an  Honour  and  Obedience  to  Our 
CLU  E  E  N,  fuch  a  Regard  to  Pofterity  * 
that  by  degrees  our  only  Strife  and  Emu¬ 
lation  would  be  to  excel  in  good  Works, 
and  to  go  beyond  One  Another,  in  ad¬ 
vancing  the  Glory  of  God,  and  the  Bene¬ 
fit  of  Mankind. 

We  humbly  prefume  that  the  Honour, 
Wealth  and  Happinefs  of  this  City,  have 
been  owing  under  God  to  the  Piety  and 
Bounty  of  the  former  Inhabitants  there¬ 
of.  It  would  be  incredible  to' relate  the 
immenfe  Treafures  laid  out  by  worthy  Ci¬ 
tizens  in  manifold  Works  of  Charity.  By 
a  Lift  of  them  now  in  my  Hands  not  per- 
fefted,  it  does  appear,  that  there  have 
been  founded  and  endow’d  by  Eminent 
Citizens  of  London^  above  two  hundred 
Hojpitals  and  Alms-Honfes  ^  there  have  - 
been  Built,  Repair’d  and  Beautified  on 
their  Account  above  fourfcore  Parifh- 
Churches  and  Chapels :  There  have  been 
rais’d  and  eftabliuiM  above'  one  hundred 
and  fifty  Schools^  and  fome  ample  Calle^ 
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j^es,  Befides  an  infinite  Number  of  Gates^ 
Bridges^  Conduits^  BrifonSy  Libraries^  and 
other  Places  of  Public  Ufe  and  Service. 
The  Angle  Benefadions  of  three  or  four 
feveral  Citizens  have  been  computed  at 
above  one  hundred  thoufand  Pounds  a 
Man.  The  fpecial  Legacies  of 
one  private  Tradef-man  to  Cha-  Mr.  ^ohn 
ritable  Ufes  amounted  to  above  Ksnimh 
thirty  thoufand  Pounds. 

Nor  is  that  ancient  Spirit  altogether 
funk  and  gone.  Within  the  laft  Year 
there  was  one  worthy  Alderman,  Sir 
Charles  Thorold^  who  at  his  Death  did 
like  our  good  old  Fathers  5  He  left  certain 
Sums  of  Money  to  be  diftributed  to  the 
Poor  of  four  feveral  Parilhes  to  which  he 
bore  Relation  5  a  Gift  of  three  Hundred 
Pounds  to  Chrifl's  Hofpitaly  the  fame  Por¬ 
tion  to  St.  Bartholomew\  to  St.Thomas's 
Hofpital,  and  to  the  Work^Houfe.  Four 
feveral  Exhibitions  to  be  yearly  given  to 
four  poor  Scholars  within  fo  many  di- 
ftind  Colleges  or  Halls  in  Oxford  5  and 
to  as  Many  in  the  otner  Univerfity  of 
Cambridgei  An  Augmentation  of  thirty 
Pounds  per  Annum  to  a  poor  Vicaraga 
in  the  Country,  with  a  Summ  of  Money 
to  repair  the  Vicar’s  Houfe,  and  Provifion 
for  a  Charity-School  in  the' fame  Parifli. 

D  Thefc 
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Thefe  things  are  the  Memorials  that 
w  ill  never  perifh  !  Thefe  things  do  iJ-* 
luftfate  and  ennoble  this  City  above  all 
the  Liberties  and  all  the  Grandeur  of 
it !  Out  of  this  City  have  fpraflg  many 
Ornaments  of  their  Age  and  Nation, 
Inventers  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  Com¬ 
manders  by  Sea  and  Land,  Statefmcn, 
and  the  Heads  of  Noble  Families!  Ma¬ 
ny  of  them  diftinguifli’d  for  the  modi 
eminent  Services  to  their  Prince  and 
Country !  None  more  than  the  Wife 
and  Valiant  Wallworth ,  who  quell’d  a 
Popular  Infurredion,  with  his  own  Hand 
ftriking  down  the  chief  Incen- 
wiutykr.  jjgyy  worthlefs  wicked  Man, 

tho’  admir’d  a  while  by  the  People) 
And  by  this  Juflice  He  brought  the 
Sword  into  Reputation,  and  fix’d  it  for 
an  Enfign  of  Honour  in  the  Arms  of 
this  City.  Many  oilier  noble  Exploits 
have  been  perform’d  by  the  fucceffive 
Magiflrates  of  this  Place  ^  but  ftill  the 
Heroes  have  done  lefs  than  the  Foun¬ 
ders  and  Benefadors.  The  greaterNames 
of  GreJJmn,  Hickes,  White,  Ridge,  Fu 
per.  Dove,  Jones,  and  many  Others,  Fa¬ 
mous  in  their  Generations,  whofc  Works 
follow  them  and  abide  for  your  Ex¬ 
ample.

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The  Charge  whereof  is  great,  and  the  Revenue  of  the 
faid  Hofintal  fo  fmall,  as  not  to  amount  to  one  half  part 
of  the  yearly  Expences  thereof;  and  the;Buildings  of  the 
Old  Hofpital  of  Bethlehem-heing  ruinous,  and  not  capa¬ 
cious  enough  to  receive  and  contain  the  great  Number 
of  Diftraaed  Perfons ;  for  the  Admiffion  of  whom  daily 
Applications  are  made  to  the  Governours  thereof. 

Upon  a  Chriflianand  Charitable  Coniideration  of  the 
Preniifles  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  did  grant  fufficient  Ground 

to  erea  amore  commodious  Houfe  for  the  Keeping  and 
Curin'^  the  faid  Lunaticks  and  Diftraaed  Perfons  :  In 
the  Building  and  Flnilhing  whereof^  the  Governours  of 
the  faid  Hofpital  have  laid  out  and  disburfed  above  be- 
venteen  Thoiifand  Pounds ;  whereby  not  only  the  whole 
Stock  of  the  faid  Holpital  was  expended,  but  the  Go- 
vernours  thereof  were  neceflitated  to  take  up  feveral  great 
Sums  of  Mony  for  the  finilhing  the  fame  ;  wherein  they 
made  an  Accommodation  for  twice  the  Number  of  Pa- 
tients  the  former  Hofpital  could  receive ;  And  ever 
iince,  notwithftanding  other  large  Expences  they  have 
been  at  for  their  better  Relief  and  Cure,  and  Releafing 
the  Patients  and  their  Friends  from  paying  <  s.  per 
Week  which  they  were  formerly  oblig’d  to  do  ;  the 
4aily  Application  for  getting  Patients  in  teingfo  great 
They  have  lately  encreafed  the  Number  of  the  Cells,  fo 
that  now  their  Charges  and  much  more 

than  formerly  :  Therefore  the  faid  Hofpital  is  ajery  fit 
Obieft  of  all  Good  Mens  Charity,  to  do  as  God  ihall  ena- 
ble  ihem,  towards  the  Relief  of  the  faid  poor  Lunaticks ; 
without  which  the  prefent  Revenue  of  the  faid  Hofpital 
is  uncapable  of  maintaining  fo  great  a  Number  and  do- 
ine-fopublickaGood-,  there  having  teen  and  dail^y  are 
brthe  Bleffingof  God,  through  the  Charge  the  faid 
Hofpital,  and  the  daily  Care  of  thofe  intrufted  there¬ 
with,  divers  reftorcd  to  their  former  Senfes.

Thefe  Children  are  taught  to  Spin  Wool  and  Flax,  to 
Sew  and  Knit,  to  Wind  Silk,  to  Make  their  Cloaihs,  their 
Shoes  and  the  like  Employments, to  inure  them  betimes^to 
Labour,  They  are  taught  to  Read,  as  rICo  their  Catechifms, 
and,  fuch  as  are  capable,  to  Write  and  CaSl  Accompt* 
Which  being  Many  in  Number,  the  Froft  gain’d  by 
their  Work  Little,  and  the  Income  for  their  Ik^intenance 
very  much  ihortofthe  Charge,  it  is  hoped,  many  Wor¬ 
thy  and  Good  Chriftians  will  liberally  aflift  towards  lb 
ufeful  and  beneficial  a  Charity,  which  tends  lb  much  to 
the  Reformation  of  the  Vicious  Toutb,  and  i^e' Encourage^ 
ment  of  Honeft  Labour  and  Indt^ry, 


There  have  been  alfo  taken  out  of  the  Streets, 
and  receiv’d  into  the  Work  Houfe,  in  the  Year 
laft  paft.

Thefe  are  employed  in  Sewing,  IVaJhing  Linnen,  JBea^ 
ting  of  Hemp,  and  Picking  Okum,  Among  thefe  forts  of 
Perfons,  feveral  Great  Cheats,  pretending  to  be  Lame^ 
Dumb,  and  Blind,  have  been  here  detebied. 

I  pray  God,  that  thefe  good  Works 
may  go  on  and  ptofper,  and  meet  with 
a  daily  Acceffion  of  Gifts  and  Legacies 
to  thefe  excellent*  Ufes  !  So  may  the 
Lord  keep  our  City,  and  delight  to  do 
her  good  !  May  (he  always  be  the  City 
at  Unity  within  her  felf !  May  Peace  be 
within  her  Walls,  and  Plenteoufnefs 
within  her  Palaces  !  No  Complaining, 
No  Infulting  in  her  Streets  !  May  (he 
be  the  City  of  Righteoufnefs,  the  Faith¬ 
ful  and  the  Holy  City,  never  more  ex^'; 
pos’d  to  Popifh  Cruelty,  nor  to  any  Popular  ’ 
Rage  and  Fury,  but  enjoying  Quietnefs 
and  Peace,  Unity  and  Charity  and  Bro* 
therly*Love.  May  this  chief  City  lead
